FORGERY CHARGED 


FIND SIX NEW INDICTMENTS 
CASE OF FORMER SCHOOL 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


HID SERVEO SIX YEARS IN PRISON 


Cid “Script” Uncovered When Par 
donsd Educator Sues to Re­ 
cover Property—Are 215 
Counts of Forgery. 


Peoria, III., March 18.—Six indict* 
J merits were returned bv the grand 
I jury 
yesterday 
against Newton C. 
I Dougherty, of Chicago, former super* 
j intendent of the schools of Peoria, 
charging him with forgery of school 
script. 
The indictments against him now 
pending in the circuit court of Mason 
county, where the case was taken on 
a change of venue, will be dismissed. 
Ii is expected that Dougherty will be 
tried this month. 
There are a total of 215 counts in 
the six indictments returned yester­ 
day. 
Dougherty has served six years in 
Joliet penitentiary for forgery. 
He 
pleaded guilty in November, 1905, and 
was sentenced to a term of from one 
to fourteen years. 
On November ll, 
1911, he was paroled, and on June 6, 
1912. he was pardoned. 
Soon after his release Dougherty 
started suit to recover certain prop­ 
erty in Missouri. Wisconsin and Ari­ 
zona. which he had turned over to 
the Peoria school hoard to make up 
to some extent the money which ho 
is alleged to have stolen. 
As a safe 
was blown in which much 
of 
the 
school script was kept, 
the 
exact 
amount of Dougherty's shortage was 
never revealed. 
Tho amount, how­ 
ever, is said to exceed $600,090. 
When Dougherty started these civil 
suits the grand jury here discovered 
much script which was not known to 
have been in existence at tho time of 
his exposure in 1905. 
As a jesuit he 
was again indicted on the charge of 
forgery. 
"I am glad the m atter has been 
transferred back to the Peoria juris­ 
diction.” Dougherty gab? at his home 
in Chicago last night. 
“The authori­ 
ties at Peoria promised me several 
weeks ago that they would have this 
done. 
The whole thing now can be 
thrashed out in the Peoria courts. 
“The trouble dates back to 1888. 
when I issued a number 
of 
school 
checks or ‘scrips/ thinking I had au­ 
thority to do so. 
Fifteen years later 
someone unearthed those checks and 
charged me with forgery. 
Aly plea 
of guilty was ill-advised.”

end came as Ii? lay asleep in the 
woods near Wilmette. 
It was a cold, 
blustering 
night,

tress was a pile of leaves. 
His blan­ 
ket consisted of more leaves, piled 
over him. 
Yesterday, following

investigation 
carried 
on by Frank 
Miller of Wilmette, it was learned 
that twenty-seven 
years 
ago 
John 
Baker was director in a hank at Mont­ 
gomery* City, Ma, and was a prosper­ 
ous farmer. 
Furthermore, Miller has 
found that Baker lins two brothers, 
farmers, living near Montgomery, and 
that a daughter, 3 years old, when 
Baker vanished, has grown up and 
married. 
According to Miller. Baker’s biog­ 
raphy must be spanned by a mysteri­ 
ous blank of twenty years. 
No trace 
of his life or movements in this pe­ 
riod has as yeet been obtained/ 
Baker’s early life in Montgomery 
was happy and prosperous. 
When in 
his 20s, while gaining businv'ss suc­ 
cess, he married and a daughter was 
horn. 
His wile died and he married 
again. With his second wife and two 
children Baker one afternoon went to 
a circus. 
The wife and two children 
ate ice cream. 
It was poisoned aud' 
by night the three were dead. 
His 
brothers came to console him, lint 
Baker stared, unseeing, unbearing. 
1-ate that evening, like a man In a 
trance, Baker walked oui oi’ his home. 
Twenty years later he appeared in 
Wilmette, 
lie looked like a hunted 
animal, his clothes in shreds "«nd his 
hair and beard long and shaggy. 
He 
was then 60 years old. 
Miller recalled recently that Baker 
had once told him he had come from 
Montgomery, Mo. 
A telegram to the 
police of that place put him in cor­ 
respondence with Baker’s brothers. 
who- came to Wilmette and made the 
identification positive. They took the 
body home. 
Now Miller and the bro­ 
thers are trying to fill in th? blank 
of twenty years in Baker’s Hie his­ 
tory.

During the quarter 211 were killed 
and 4,011 injured in train accidents, 
a decrease as compared with the cor­ 
responding quarter of 1912, of 77 kill­ 
ed and 587 injured. 
An increase of 123 killed and of 
I,904 injured was shown in bother 
than train accidents,” including acci­ 
dents to employes while at work, to 
passengers getting on or off cars, to 
trespassers and others, the total be­ 
ing 2.830 killed and 19,753 injured. 
Through industrial accidents, not 
involved in train operation, but occur­ 
ring to railway employes, other than 
(rainmen. on railway; premises. 
132 
persons were killed and 32,878 injur­ 
ed. an increase of 18 kilted and 3,994 
injured. 
Tho total number of collisions and 
derailments on steam railways for
